Monarch Laid To Rest 
With Simple Rites 
In Royal Vault 


Folks have exhorted, fussed, argued, eoaxed and 
harangued to get a little rain for the community. Now 
the city is going to pray for it.

WINDSOR, Eng., Jan. 28.—The 
long funeral journey of George V 
ended today in the royal vault of 
St. George's chapel, the burial 
crypt of Great Britain's kings. 

It was a service of pomp, cir* 
cumstance, and sorrow— beginning 
with the removal of the body from 
Westminster Hall in London and 
the silent tribute of tens of thous¬ 
ands of spectators massed along 
the cortege route and ending with 
a simple burial service. 

Funeral Delayed 

King George's body came to 
Windsor at 1:08 p. m., 33 minute* 
later than scheduled. The delay 
was in strange contrast to 
George's punctuality throughout 
life. The mourning crowds in 
London had delayed the passaga 
of the cortege. 

The nation paused for two min¬ 
utes of silence at 1:30 p. m., tha 
time the coffin was to have been 
lowered into the crypt, but the de¬ 
lay in the marching of the cortege 
set the time of actual burial later. 

100,000 Mourners 

From London, the king’s body 
was brought by railroad train to 
Windsor. One hundred thousand 
mourners were assembled along 
the mile-and-a-half route from the 
railroad station to St. George'* 
chapel. 

An honor guard carried tha 
coffin from the train over a scarlet 
carpet to a gun carriage waiting 
at the station door. Then the 
procession started its uphill jour¬ 
ney to Windsor castle. 

The bell of curfew tower rang 
out across the ancient battlement* 
of the royal palace—tolling for the 
dead master. 

Sons Follow Coffin 

The new king, Edward VIII, and 
his three brothers, for the second 
time today, fell in behind their 
father’s coffin to walk in proces¬ 
sion. 

They were preceded in the cor¬ 
tege by the widowed Queen Mary, 
who rode in a carriage drawn by 
Windsor greys. 

As the curfew bell rang, a min¬ 
ute gun began to salute. 

One hundred and fifty sailors 
again drew the carriage on which 
the royal regalia of crown and 
sceptre rested. 

King’s Boots Muddy 

King Edward, whose uniform 
boots were muddy from his walks 
through the streets of London and 
Windsor, stood silently as the cof¬ 
fin was lifted from the gun car¬ 
riage and carried into the church 
through the lines of honor guards. 

The queen mother, who was 
brave throughout the morning's 
trying rites, was seen to blink hep

Mellenthin Tells About 
Loan Request Made By 
District Attorney 


Defense Objection Is 
Sustained In Ouster 
Case Hearing 


CITY ASSURED 
$85,000 FOR 
STREETS 


A. I. Mellenthin, president of the 
First National hank here, injected 
striking testimony today into the 
perjury trial of District Attorney 
Buron Fitts at Los Angeles. Mr. 
Mellenthin was drawn into the 
case through a financial transac¬ 
tion which he said Mr. Fitts once 
proposed to him. 

He said that in 1931 Mr. Fitts 
attempted to get a S4000 personal 
loan on a S7300 trust deed signed 
by Lucien Wheeler. The loan was 
not made by Mr. Mellethin. Mr. 
Wheeler was private investigator 
for John P. Mills in the Hollywood 
"girl bazar” case. Mr. Fitts is 
accused of perjury in connection 
with grand jury investigation of 
the dropping of morals charges 
against Mr. Mills. 

Owned Monrovia Land 

Before coming to Santa Ana. 
Mr. Mellenthin was in the banking 
business in Monrovia. He said he 
owned four acres adjoining Mr. 
Fitts’ present home in Monrovia. 

Mr. Wheeler has testified he ne¬ 
gotiated with Mr. Fitts’ parents 
to purchase a Claremont orange 
grove before morals charges were 
brought against Mr. Mills. 

"During 1930 and 1831, Mr. 
Fitts on a number of occasions 
talked to me about purchasing the 
four acres as an addition to his 
grove," said Mr. Mellenthin. 

Trlls Deal Reqnesl 

"One day in July of 1931, Mr 
Fitts called me by phone and asked 
if I would be interested in taking 
over a $7300 trust deed on a piece 
of property at Claremont in ex¬ 
change for the four acres at Mon¬ 
rovia. 

"I asked who was involved in 
the paper, and Mr. Fitts replied 
that the trust deed was signed by 
a man named Wheeler. He told me 
Wheeler was a private investi¬ 
gator. I went out and looked at 
the Claremont property. Later I 
visited District Attorney Fitts at 
his office and informed him I was 
not interested in the Claremont 
place in anyway. 

"During our conversation Mr. 
Fitts asked if I knew anyone who 
might be interested in making him 
a loan on the $7300 trust deed. I 
replied that I believed Mr. George 
S. Brooks of the Monterey Park 
bank might. Later, by appoint¬ 
ment, I met Mr. Kitts at Monterey 
Park and took him to the bank. 
There I introduced him to Mr. 
Brooks." 


A conversation last Nov. 16 be¬ 
tween County Recorder Justine 
Whitney and District Attorney W. 
F. Menton leaped into the lime¬ 
light today at Miss Whitney’s 
ouster trial on charges of willful 
and corrupt misconduct in office. 

But the conversation was 
shoved out again before it was re¬ 
lated, when Presiding Judge G. K. 
Scovel sustained a defense ob¬ 
jection to any supposed admission 
or confession before it is proved 
by testimony of witnesses. 

Conversation Ruled Out 
The conversation was mentioned 
by Assistant District Attorney 
James L. Davis in his opening 
statement to the jury, which was 
selected late yesterday. Mr. Davis 
said he would show that Miss 
Whitney telephoned Mr. Menton 
and then went to his office. As 
he started to tell what the con¬ 
versation was. Defense Counsel O. 
A. Jacobs objected and the mat¬ 
ter was dropped when the court 
made the ruling. 

Mr. Menton is expected to be a 
witness in the case. 

Another conversation in which 
Robert Mize, deputy in the re¬ 
corder's office, handling Torrens 
title matters, assertedly took part, 
also was reserved for testimony 
of witnesses. Mr. Mize testified 
before the grand jury that he 
loaned Miss Whitney $1000 on one 
occasion to complete her deposits 
with the county treasurer. 

Deputy Auditor Testifies 
The grand jury's accusation 
against Miss Whitney charges that 
she failed to file reports with the 
auditor at the time required by 
law and that she used funds col¬ 
lected in one month to complete 
deposits for the preceding month. 

Deputy County Auditor L. H. 
Eckel, the first witness to give 
oral testimony, told the jury of 
nine men and three women that he 
went to Miss Whitney’s office sev¬ 
eral times and leminded her that 
her monthly settlement was past 
due. He said invariably she would 
set a date on which she would 
make her returns. The law re¬ 
quires reports to be filed with the 
auditor not later than the fifth of 
each month. 

Another Ruled Out 
The settlement for February, 
1935, was made on March 8, Mr. 
Eckel said. An order was sent to 
the treasurer from the auditor's 
office, to accept the settlement. 
But receipts in the transaction 
now show the date of March 13, 
Mr. Eckel said. He also said the 
treasurer had refused to accept 
the settlement. This statement was 
ruled out of the record by the 
court after a defense objection.

Government Turns 
On Machinery for 
Big Bonus Pay-off 


Street improvements amounting 
to approximately $85,000 of which 
the major portion will be used for 
the widening of South Main street 
from Fairview avenue to Delhi 
road, were assured for Santa Ana 
today with the signing of an 
agreement for the work between 
the city and the department of 
public works. 

Earl Lee Kelly, director of pub¬ 
lic works, today approved the 
project, which will he financed en¬ 
tirely with gas tax money and 
with Works Progress administra¬ 
tion funds allocated to the state 
for highway improvements. 

$24,000 U. S. Aid 

, Gas tax funds will pi jvidc $61,- 
000 of the total, while the remain¬ 
ing $24,000 will be apportioned 
from federal funds. The latter 
amount, with approximately $1,000 
of the gas tax, will be expended 
for the proposed improvement of 
South Main street. 

A total of $34,680 will be ex¬ 
pended on the Main street im¬ 
provement, which calls for the 
widening of pavement six feet, 
and the construction of curbs, gut¬ 
ters and sidewalks on the west 
side. 

Street Maintenance 

Next important unit of the proj¬ 
ect is that calling for maintenance 
of streets comprising the state 
highway routes within the city, to 
be done at a cost of $10,450. All 
of the work, with the exception 
of that on South Main, will be per-

BATON ROUGE. La., Jan. 28. 
UP) —Gov. Oscar K. Allen, for 
years the political associate and 
successor to the late Huey P. 
Long as political "boss" of Lou- 
isina, died suddenly today after 
suffering a cerebral hemorrhage. 

Governor Allen was 55 years 
old. He became leader of the pow¬ 
erful political machine after Sen¬ 
ator Long’s violent death and was 
nominated to succeed Long in the 
United States senate. 

Allen was stricken at the ex¬ 
ecutive mansion at 8:50 a. m., 
C. S. T., just as he was leaving 
for the state capitol. 

Aid No Help 

Medical aid was rushed to the 
governor, but he died at 10:40 a. 
m. In the corps of physicians was 
Dr. C. A. Lorio, one of those who 
attended the late senator after 
he was shot down last Septem¬ 
ber in the corridors of the sky¬ 
scraper state capitol he built in 
Baton Rouge as a symbol of his 
power. 

Soon after the governor's death 
was announced by A. P. White, 
his secretary, officials and friends 
hurried to the executive mansion. 
A crowd quickly gathered outside. 

‘More Than Death’ 

The news found its way quick¬ 
ly to Atlanta, where the Long 
forces were giving their aid to 
the "grass roots" conference of 
southern Democrats and anti-New 
Dealers called by Gov. Eugene 
Talmadge, of Georgia, to meet to¬ 
morrow in Macon. 

The Rev. Gerald L. K. Smith, 
leader of the late senator's share- 
our-wealth" clubs, commented at 
once: 

"It takes more than death to 
wipe out the words ‘Long and 
Allen.’ ” 

Governor Talmadge said "the 
death of Allen is a great loss, not 
only for the state of Louisiana 
but for the nation.” 

Lieut. Gov. James A. Noe, Mon¬ 
roe, automatically succeeded Gov¬ 
ernor Allen as chief executive of 
Louisiana. As lieutenant governor 
and presiding officer of the state 
senate, he has always been a

Warn of 

The White House and command¬ 
ers of major veterans organiza¬ 
tions joined in a statement warn¬ 
ing against the "frittering away 
of cash.” 

Silent on the question of new 
taxes to finance the $2,491,000,000 
bonus bill, the White House had 
moved to comply with the “man¬ 
date” of congress soon after the 
senate wrote the measure into law 
yesterday, 76 to 19. The Presi¬ 
dent ordered his subordinates to 
carry out the act “as expeditious¬ 
ly as accuracy will permit." From 
2500 to 3000 new government 
workers are to be hired for the 
task at a cost of about $7,500,000. 

2,500,000 Blanks 
All last night, presses at the 
government's printing office 
roared. By today they had turned 
out 2,500,000 application blanks 
and were still rolling. 

Within 24 hours, distribution of 
these blanks will begin through 
50 offices of the veterans’ admin¬ 
istration, ex-soldiers’ organiza¬ 
tions and some members of con¬ 
gress. By filling them out, at¬ 
taching their fingerprints and fil¬ 
ing them with the veterans’ ad¬ 
ministration, ex-soldiers will for¬ 
mally apply for the $50 bonds. 
Under the new law, the bonds may 
be cashed at local postoffices be¬ 
ginning next June 15, or held to 
obtain 3 per cent interest. 

‘Tremendous Job' 

Before the bonds are distrib¬ 
uted, however, the blanks must 
be double checked at the veterans' 
administration an operation re¬ 
quiring 7,000,000 arithmetical cal¬ 
culations. Officials predicted that 
most of the veterans would have 
their bonds “by summer.” 

“They’ll have R> be patient 
and they’ll have to wait,” said 
Adelhert Hiller, executive assist¬ 
ant to Veterans’ Administra¬ 
tor Frank T. Hines. “It's go¬ 
ing to be a tremendous job.” 

The bonus bill itself carries no 
appropriation: that presumably 
will be passed through congress 
later. The treasury already has 
indicated that the financing would 
increase next year's deficit, pos¬ 
sibly to $5,500,000,000. 


Bobby Frank Slayer Is

JOLIET, III., Jan. 28. UP)— 
Richard Loeb, one of the slayers 
of little Bobby Frank, died at 
3:05 p. m. today after being 
stabbed by a fellow convict at 
the state penitentiary here. 


MANILA, P. I., Jan. 28. UP)— 
Eight Cavite navy yard workers 
were injured, five seriously, when 
the U. S. navy submarine S-40 ex¬ 
ploded today. None of the navy 
personnel was injured. 

The submarine was seriously 
damaged. 

The S-40 was in drydock being 
overhauled when its batteries ex¬ 
ploded. The exact cause of the 
blast was not immediately de¬ 
termined. 

The navy yard is on Cavite, 
naval base at the entrance to 
Manila bay. All of the injured are 
Filipinos. Hospital physicians re¬ 
ported one would probably die. 


JOLIET, Ill., Jan. 28. (TP) Rich¬ 
ard Loeb, serving 99 years and life 
sentences in Joliet prison for the 
slaying of little Bobby Frank, was 
taken to the hospital today suffer¬ 
ing from severe razor slashes in¬ 
flicted by a fellow convict, James 
Day, Chicago. 

Warden Joseph Ragen said Loeb 
was supervising Day and two 
other convicts who were cleaning 
up a room to be used as head¬ 
quarters for the prison corre¬ 
spondence school, managed by 
Loeb and his companion in the 
Frank killing, Nathan Leopold. 

"Evidently Loeb and Day got 
into a fight.” Warden Ragen said, 
"and Loeb was hurt. His injuries 
are severe—a gash in the shoulder 
and another on the abdomen.” 

"Guards outside the room, for¬ 
merly used as the officers kitchen 
and located just off the main din¬ 
ing room, heard the fight,” Ragen 
explained. "They rushed in and 
found Loeb on the floor. Day had 
the razor in his hand.” 

Day is serving a 1 to 10 year 
sentence for larceny. 

He entered the prison in 1932. 

Reports from the prison hos¬ 
pital were that Loeb's injuries 
were regarded as extremely seri¬ 
ous. 

Young Bobby Franks was kid¬ 
naped May 21, 1924, while on his 
way home from school. The next 
morning his body, badly muti¬ 
lated, was found beneath a cul¬ 
vert near 118th street.

A new and drastic plan for pre¬ 
venting accidents by keeping in¬ 
toxicated motorists off the high¬ 
way was proposed today by Supe¬ 
rior Judge James L. Allen. The 
vital factor in the proposal is to 
confiscate automobiles of tipsy 
drivers. 

Judge Allen said today he will 
place his scheme before the next 
state legislature and seek to have 
it enacted into law. 

Judge Allen, before whom hun¬ 
dreds of drunken drivers have 
passed for sentence, has given the 
problem much careful thought 
during recent years. He proposes 
handling the situation in two 
ways. He would first recognize 


become a charge on the county. 
The loss of the car for a period of 
three months or more, with per¬ 
haps a fine in addition, would be 
a more effective punishment than 
a jail term, Judge Allen believes. 

For the more serious offenses 
the new law would have sharper 
teeth. A drunken driver in this 
class would be dealth with severely 
and drastically. His car would be 
confiscated, taken entirely away 
from him forever. His license to 
drive would be permanently re¬ 
voked. He would be ordered never 
to pilot an automobile again. 

In addition he probably would 
be fined. These strong measures 
would be imposed as conditions of 
probation. 


If such a driver got behind the 
wheel of a car again and was 
caught, he would be violating his 
probation and would be subject to 
imprisonment. 

His confiscated car would be 
sold at public auction and the 
money would go to the county. 

If his car was being bought on 
installment payments, the seller 
probably would bid it in at the 
auction. He might lose money, but 
Judge Allen anticipates that under 
the new law a system of confisca¬ 
tion insurance would grow up. 
When cars were sold, dealers 
might insist that this insurauce be 
carried to protect themselves 
against loss in case of confiscation.

Mr. Davis then questioned Mr 
Eckel along another line and he 
testified Miss Whitney came back 
to the office on March 13 and said 
she was ready to proceed with 
making the settlement. 

Miss Gladys Fifield, deputy 
treasurer, was on the stand at 
noon. Her testimony was expected 
to reveal the reason why the set¬ 
tlement was made March 8 and 
the receipts show the date of 
March 13. 

In his opening statement Mr. 
Davis outlined the nine specifica¬ 
tions in the grand jury accusa¬ 
tion, which is a civil matter aimed 
at removing Miss Whitney from 
office. Specification one charges 
that in September, 1935, Miss 
Whitney collected fees amounting 
to $3506.73 but that she did not 
settle with the county until Oct. 
26. or 21 days after the date re¬ 
quired by law. The specification 
asserts that she had collected $650 
in October and used that money 
to complete her settlement for 
September. 

Reveals "Charge Account" 

"To prove that she did use the 
$650 to take care of the shortage 
in September, we will show that 
she had an arrangement with the 
Abstract and Title Insurance 
Company and the Orange County 
Title Company wherein at the end 
of each month a full settlement 
was made," said Mr. Davis. "At 
the beginning of the following 
month there was a charge ac¬ 
count, and when she needed money 
she could ask for it and get it." 

The title companies do the bulk 
of the business with the recorder's 
office. 

"We will show that on Oct. 25 
she received from the Abstract 
and Title Insurance company 
$250 and from the Orange Coun¬ 
ty Title company $400, making 
a total of $650," Mr. Davis con¬ 
tinued. “By records of the First 
National bank we will show that 
on Oct. 25 those checks went into 
her account as recorder with other 
funds, and that when her check 
depositing fees with the county 
treasurer cleared the bank, she 
had a balance of $25.25 left." 

Other Contentions 

"We will show that in her af¬ 
fidavit filed with the auditor she 
stated the money she deposited 
was money for September,” Mr. 
Davis said. 

The small balance in the bank 
account after the settlement with 
the treasurer shows that the 
money collected from the title 
companies in October was used 
to make the September settle¬ 
ment, Mr. Davis contended. 

“In two months of 1935,” said 
Mr. Davis, ‘it will be shown that 
there was an overdraft in the re¬ 
corder's account.” 

Mr. Davis contends that in sign¬ 
ing affidavits before the auditor,

$79,753 Is Low Bid for 
Job; Consider New 
Water System

OLIVE. Ranchers of the Oliv* 
district, affiliated with the Olive 
Hillside Groves, received $159,571 
for fruit shipped during 1935, F. 
B. Maxwell, secretary manager of 
the plant reported at the annual 
meeting held here this afternoon. 
The volume of fruit handled 
through the plant was 20 per cent 
greater in 1935 than in 1934, Mr, 
Maxwell said. Refunds to grow¬ 
ers totaled $19,414, he added. 

His report also showed a pack¬ 
ing house payroll of $17,825. near¬ 
ly all of which was spent with 
local merchants. 

A major improvement com¬ 
pleted during the year was addi¬ 
tion of a pre-cooler having a ca¬ 
pacity of 18 cars. The pre-cool¬ 
er aideil in saving a considerable 
amount in handling costs, Mr. 
Maxwell reported, since it is no 
longer necessary to haul packed 
fruit to a similar plant in Po¬ 
mona, a distance of 30 miles. 

W. A. Greenland, president of 
the association, presided at the 
banquet and at the business ses¬ 
sion which followed. In addition 
to the annual report of the sec¬ 
retary manager and discussions of 
| numerous phases of citrus culture 
i and marketing, short talks were 
I made by representatives of the 
Mutual Orange Distributors, the 
i cooperative citrus marketing or- 
| ganization with which the local 
I association is affiliated. 


HUNTINGTON BEACH. — The 
Hoagland Engineering and Con¬ 
tracting company.

The American States Water com¬ 
pany proposed to the city coun¬ 
cil that the company lay an eight- 
inch pipe line on two streets with- 
ing the oil field area to replace 
the six-inch mains already there.

Here Are 2-Inch

"Let us see to it that we do 
nothing to help Germany prepare 
for the war—that we offer enough 
passive resistance that the war 
will be held off until Germany re¬ 
gains her sanity from within.” 

That was the message to 2500 
Santa Anans from Lewis Browne, 
noted lecturer, last night in an 
i lult education lecture in the 
First Methodist church in which 
h» painted modern military Ger¬ 
many under Chancellor Hitler as 
a menace to the rest of the world. 

'Capitalism Plus Murder’ 

"Germany has Fascism in ac¬ 
tion; Fascism worse than any ever 
imagined in Italy. It is capitalism 
plus murder. Press and radio have 
been censored to one end to pre¬ 
pare Germany for the 'great war' 
in which Germany shall be made 
supreme over all the world," the 
speaker declared. 

Men in Germany are first Ger¬ 
mans and then human beings, Mr. 
Browne said. 

The drive on Jews in Germany 
is not really a campaign against 
the Jews, Mr. Browne declared. 
"The rich Jews are still there— 
those with their limousines and 
their pearls. Hitler made an at¬ 
tack on this one per cent of the 
population—for that's all the Jews 
there are in Germany—because he 
could make them the goat," he 
declared. 

America and the rest of the 
world were blamed by the speaker 
for Germany's present "insanity." | 
by Mr. Browne. 

Blames Other Nations 

"Germany set up the most | 
democratic constitution immedi- j 
ately following the war, that the j 
world has ever known,” said Mr. 
Browne. 

"We fought to make the world 
safe for democracy—we did make 
Germany safe for democracy. But 
her neighbors wouldn’t let her car¬ 
ry on her own housekeeping. 

Germany was given a debt of 
30 billions of dollars to pay. 
That's as much as the national 
debt of America today—and we 
are a comparatively rich coun¬ 
try—with the proceeds of the 
debt going to benefit Americans. 
Their money was going out of 
the country to foreigners. 

“Then America thrust loans 
upon her. She couldn’t pay her in¬ 
terest. Inflation and chaos result¬ 
ed. The entire middle stratum of 
respectability was swept out. Hit¬ 
ler got himself into power and 
they became Germans again.” 

Germany today is a menace to 
the rest of the world, the speaker 
averred. Woman’s only duty is to 
rear children. Children are meant 
to wear uniforms and become good 
Germans. Science is only to pre¬ 
pare for war. 

Turns Clock Back 

"Germany has attempted to 
turn the clock back into barbar¬ 
ism,” the speaker said. 

"But there is still a desire for 
enlightenment,” declared Mr. 
Browne. "Books are still smug¬ 
gled into the country. News of 
the world is furtively gained 
from a chance newspaper from 
Switzerland. Catholic priests 
and Lutheran pastors still be¬ 
lieve in internationalism and the 
brotherhood of man.” 

War, he said, had been delayed 
so far only because Germany 
needed more money. 

Games Bring Gold 

“The Olympic Games are coming 
next summer and that will bring 
much good gold into Germany, and 
they need it. But perhaps there 
will be enough countries, far¬ 
sighted enough, to boycott the 
games. Perhaps some countries 
will see that it is not a competi¬ 
tion of good sportsmanship but of 
good Nazis. 

"We should do everything we 
can—not to fight Germany—not 
to strike against her—but to be 
sure we do not add strength to the 
fist that would strike at us,” he

Repre¬ 
sentatives of the International 
Red Cross report that from vari¬ 
ous sources in or near Ethiopia 
personnel can be secured for rea¬ 
sonable expense, that supplies can 
be secured more effectively by 
making funds available for use 
there than by shipment from this 
country, and that the greatest 
need of the Ethiopian Red Cross 
is for funds. 

"The Red Cross Societies of 
Great Britain. Norway, Sweden 
and The Netherlands are sending 
medical units to Ethiopia. The

Originator of a mathematical 
system of rating college teams, 
Professor Dickinson, of the Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois, says sociology 
recognizes that no generation re¬ 
pays the cost of its rearing to the 
parents who labored, worried and 
economized, but that this debt is 
discharged as each generation 
rears another group of children. 

“Those adults who furnish no 


offspring dodge, avoid and refuse 
payment for their own conception, 
birth and rearing,” he said. "If 
they refuse voluntarily to pay 
their debt to society, the state 
should tax them to pay the cost 
of old age assistance. 

“Adults without progeny 
should bear this burden! That 
is social security with social 
justice.” 

Professor Dickinson said he had 
no definite plan of taxation to pro¬ 
pose, but suggested that the fed¬ 
eral social security act be changed 
to provide for revenue through a 
tax on incomes of the unwed and 
chadless.

Members of the city council 
were staggered last night by tax 
figures showing Santa Ana's fu¬ 
ture contributions to the Metro¬ 
politan Water district. 

City Auditor Lloyd Banks filed 
a written report showing that 
Santa Ana's tax in 1935-19.16 will 
be $46,951.94, about $83,000 in 
1936-37, and $145,000 a year when 
the district’s bonds begin to ma¬ 
ture in 15 years. The figures, he 
said, were tentative and based on 
present assessed valuations. 

Must Pay for Water 

In addition the city will have to 
pay for what water it gets from 
the district, Mr. Banks said. It 
is too early to estimate the cost 
of the distribution system to take 
care of the water to be used in 
Santa Ana. 

Santa Ana’s total payments 
for Iho period from 1029 to 1935 
has been $51,325.70, Mr. Banks 
said. This has been for the pre¬ 
liminary organization period. The 
Increase In taxes now Is because 
of construction costs, he said. 

It has been estimated that the 
maximum tax rate necessary to 
provide Santa Ana’s contributions 
to the district will be 60 to 75 
cents. 

However, when the district be¬ 
gins to sell water, it is planned 
by its board of directors to fix a 
charge for water high enough to 1 
take care of the interest and sink- \ 
ing fund payments, Mr. Banks : 
said. This is expected to offset to I 
a certain extent the tax contribu¬ 
tions of member cities. 

Delivery Starts in 1938 

Mr. Biodget’s report on the legal 
side of the question showed that 
the city could withdraw from the [ 
district on a vote of the people, 
but that its financial obligations 
would go on and it would be de- :

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28. UP )— 
Officials of the department of 
agriculture said today an attempt 
soon will be made to recover AAA 
taxes refunded to processors.

They may hold the bonds for as 
many as nine years and receive 3 
per cent simple interest annually.

Four short years after George V ascended the throne 
of a restless empire, war changed the national symphony. 

Imperial discords faded, the clanging cymbals of fac¬ 
tionalism which seemingly had heralded dissolution, were 
stilled and the sonorous tones of “Rule Britannia,” backed 

by war trumpets and drums, 
dominated as the whole empire 
united for king and country. 

The British regulars — “con- 
temptibles” under the German 
staff appraisal—crossed the chan¬ 
nel, the dominions started con¬ 
tingents overseas and English 
youth flocked to recruiting sta¬ 
tions in answer to Kitchener’s

When these overtures 
failed, he announced he would 
make every personal effort to¬ 
ward victory. 

Visits to camps, trenches, 
munitions factories and hos¬ 
pitals cheered fighters and 
workers. Regular processions to 
parliament Indicated the stabil¬ 
ity of the government and an¬ 
nouncements of economy meas¬ 
ures in the royal household were 
potent hints to the populace. 

King George’s personal purse 
was opened for contributions, not 
loans, to the treasury. His gift 
in 1918 alone was $500,000. He 
and Queen Mary gave $280,000 to 
a fund for disabled soldiers. 

Political Hatchets Buried 

Political factions buried their 
differences. A coalition cabinet 
took over the government with 
David Lloyd George, fiery Welsh 
leader of the Liberals, as min¬ 
ister for munitions. Later his 
driving energy won him the post 
of prime minister and he evolved 
into one of the world's “big four” 
at Versailles. 

The king made several visits to 
the front. On one of these an 
outburst of cheering from the 
troops frightened the king’s steed. 
He was unhorsed and went back 
to England on a stretcher. 

Germany's submarine warfare 
called for more rigid economies 
as 1917 — the crisis year — ap¬ 
proached. Restaurant meals were 
curtailed; drinks, following the 
example of the palace which an¬ 
nounced the giving up of wine 
and all other alcoholic beverages, 
became so scarce that the country 
virtually was “dry”; coal was 
saved until many towns were com¬ 
pletely dark. 

Monarchies Tumbled 

In April America entered the 
war and King George attended 
church rites celebrating this addi¬ 
tion to the allie. nations. In 
1918 he became the first British 
monarch to observe the Fourth of 
July, commemorating England’s 
loss of the 13 colonies. 

The final drives of the war, 
first by the Germans and then 
by the allies, expanded the casual¬ 
ty lists but ended the conflict 
and sent thrones tumbling all over 
Europe. 

No suggestion of such a change 
was heard in the United Kingdom.

MODERN EXODUS 

A NOTHER mighty chapter is about to be added to 
the 4,000-year-old history of the Jews. It deals with 
the race exodus of more than 100.000 of these persecuted 
people from Hitlerized Germany to Palestine cradle of 
some of the world’s greatest religions. 

And whether or not you believe in Biblical prophe¬ 
cies, you’ll probably agree that there is something 
strangely fascinating to the inquisitive mind in the return 
of the Jews to Palestine after 1.900 years of racial exile. 

This home-coming movement started 60 years ago, 
when the first modern Jewish colony was established by 
a group living in Jerusalem. The movement then was slow 
and restricted, but during the past If) years it has spurted 
In growth due to the activities of Jewish agencies in lais- 
ing money for the purpose. Now there are 160 Jewish 
colonies in Palestine. 

As a result, the country is being changed from a 
near-desert into a thriving and populous agricultural re¬ 
gion. Jerusalem is being restored to its ancient glory. 
The Jordan river has been harnessed to supply electric 
light and power. The Dead sea is being converted into an 
inexhaustible mine of rich salts and fertilizers. Citricul- 
ture has become the most important agricultural occupa¬ 
tion. with the famous Jaffa orange rapidly gaining popu¬ 
larity on the European market. Many other astounding 
and significant changes are taking place. 

German Jews in the past two years have made up a 
great part of the influx. Although thev composed only 
2 per cent of the immigration up to 1932, they made up 
25 per cent of it during 1933 and 1934. Among them are 
many leaders in trades and professions and men of wealth 
and learning. 

The modern exodus of 100.009 Jews from Germany 
because of Hitler’s oppression should develop into a human 
contribution of inestimable value to the Promised Land. 

It will bring to Palestine not only a wealth of industry 
and learning acquired through centuries of toil in north 
and central Europe, but also an enormous reservoir of 
energy and spirit which almost invariably gushes forth 
in any race after liberation from tyranny and persecution. 

Keep your eye on Palestine. Important new develop¬ 
ments are taking place in that ancient Biblical land.

D URING the years immediately after the world war, 
while Lloyd George still was prime minister of Eng¬ 
land, one of the press associations carried out of London 
a news story which, to this day. has hung tenaciously in 
the mind of the writer of this editorial. 

It pointed out that the Prince of Wales was un¬ 
married. even though at that time he had supposedly been 
for a number of years actively in the royal matrimonial 
market. It wont on to predict that he never would marry.

The correspondent then went on to maintain that the 
reason behind this determination was that, upon the 
death of the prince’s father, George V, the institution of 
British monarchy was, by agreement between the royal 
family and Lloyd George, to come to an end—a dignified, 
well planned, typically English termination.
